THE YEAR IN HISTORY 
THE ELECTION 


On the first Monday in June we embarked on the 3st) year 
of our Company’s existence. This year we were joined in the 
traditional customs and events of June Day by the distinguished 
members of our parent company, The Honourable Artillery 
Company of London. To place our own year’s activities in per- 
spective, we enumerate here some large—and small—events in the 
nation and the world. 

In revolt over spiraling taxes, Californians adopted Proposi- 
tion 13, a move to puta lid on local property taxes and spending. 

With jockey Steve Cauthen in the saddle, Affirmed took rac- 
ing’s triple crown. 

The birth of Louise Joy Brown in Lancashire, England, sig- 
naled the arrival of the first test-tube baby in world history. 

A ruling by Judge John Sirica against a law limiting sea duty 
for women opened the way for ladies to serve aboard U.S, 
warships. 

Two popes—John Paul I and II—were elected within a two- 
month span, With the ascendancy of Karol Cardinal Wojtyla of 
Poland as John Paul II, the Vatican witnessed the first non- 
Italian pope since 1523. 

Three Americans aboard the Double Eagle IT became the first 
balloonists to cross the Atlantic. 

In a marathon quest for peace, Presidents Carter and Sadat 
and Prime Minister Begin spent 13 days at Camp David in secret 
talks which resulted in high hopes, high emotions, and two 
“Frameworks for Peace’ documents. In the following month 
Sadat and Begin shared the Nobel Peace Prize. 

President Carter signed a measure of amnesty which restored 
citizenship to Jefferson Davis, Confederacy leader in the Civil 
War. 
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With their World Series win over the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
the New York Yankees became the only team in history to win 
four straight games after losing the first two. 

East met West when Hungary signed an agreement with Levi 
Suauss and Company to manufacture Levi blue jeans. Cost per 
pair will be about 980 florint—or $54—that's about a quarter of 
the Hungarians’ average monthly earnings. 

In a horrendous mass suicide murder, members of Rev. Jim 
Jones’ People’s Temple cult (transplated from California to 
Guyana) committed murder and then killed themselves with a 
cyanide Kool-Aide drink. Dead were California Representative 
Leo J. Ryan, four companions, and 911 cultists! 

A House committee, after two years investigation, declared 
that the deaths of John F. Kennedy and Martin Luther King, Jr. 
were conspiracies involving more than one assassin. 

In the largest cash robbery in U.S. histor 
robbed the Lutthansa car, 


. masked gunmen 
go facility at New York's Kennedy Air- 
port of seven million dollars in’ property and cash. 

After several months of secret negotiations, the United States 
agreed to establish diplomatic relations with the People’s Repub- 
lic of China—and to sever Ges with Nationalist China. 

The understatement of the year came from Shah Mohammed 
Riza Pahlevi when, as he departed Iran and 37 years as its reign- 
ing monarch, he said, “Iam going on vacation because Tam 
feeling tired.” In the turbulent months which followed, one pre- 


mier replaced another, and, at last, control of Tran came to Ayatol- 
lah Ruholla Khomeini. Vhe religious leader soon moved to 
outlaw liquor, music, and women’s freedom. 

Legal and psychological warfare moved into the U.S. busi- 
ness sector when McGraw-Hill rejected an American Express 
takeover. 

Vhe nation virtually froze in apprehension when break- 
downs in the cooling system of a reactor at the Three Mile Island 
Nuclear Plant near Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, led to the emission 
of radioactive gases and the threat of a core meltdown. 

Disenchanted with their incumbent president, Democrats in 
several states launched a Draft: Kennedy movement. 

Defeating the Labor Party government, conservative leader 
Margaret: Phatcher became the first female prime minister in Brit- 
ish history when she moved into 10 Downing Street. Earlier in the 
year other women chose different routes to leadership: Jane Byrne 
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became mayor of Chicago; Dianne Feinstein replaced slain San 
Francisco Mayor Moscone; and American Elizabeth Halaby be- 
came the wife of King Hussein of Jordan in a Muslim ceremony. 

In the worst crash in aviation history, 275 people died when a 
DC-10 jet, taking off for a Chicago to Los Angeles flight, lost an 
engine from its left wing and crashed. 

Two American anthropologists, Donald Johanson and ‘Tim- 
othy White, claimed discovery of a new hominid species and 
named their man Australopithecus afarensis. 

So much for the world scene—and on to the “hominids” of 
our noble Company. Let us move to the election of officers and

This report will be divided into parts, some of which will be 
included in the Annual Record of Captain Robert D. Murphy, 
Captain Commanding 1977-1978. As Chairman of the Visit, duly 
appointed by CPT Murphy, it is appropriate that I outline this 
visit from the material I have at my disposal. 


PLANNING 


When elected Second Lieutenant, I received correspondence 
from the Honourable Artillery Company in London indicating 
that plans should be set in motion fora visit to witness my instal- 
lation as Captain Commanding. Having been Adjutant in 1963 
on their visit to Boston and Adjutant in 1971 on our QE IT voyage 
to London, I had already established lasting friendships with 
many members of the HAC. In 1974, I made a visit to London to 
discuss the possibility of the HAC visiting Boston and prelimi- 
nary plans were made to accomplish that end. In 1975, a plan was 
devised for back-to-back visits. The HAC would come to Boston 
in June for our Anniversary and I would take the Company to 
London for the 3-Alst Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. At that time, I 
booked sufficient rooms and negotiated with the various airlines 
that could accommodate our tour. 

During the years that followed, General Haig was invited to 
the St. George's Dinner and I was a Guest of Honor, with General 
Knowlton, at the St. George’s Dinner in April 1977. On that visit, 
I met formally with the Court of Assistants of the HAC and the 
formalization and development of the plans that followed were 
set in motion. 

It was during this visit that it became apparent, after seeking 
other locations, that I would add Brussels to my Fall Tour. I was 
again invited to be a Head Table Guest at the St. George’s Dinner 
in April 1978 which was unprecedented. During this period of 
time, I met with our comrade, Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James, Elliott Richardson and, later, Ambassador Kingman Brew- 
ster. I talked briefly with Ambassador Ann Armstrong who also 
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knew of my plans. The detailed description of all the planning 
and meetings are too voluminous to publish here but it was 
through these various meetings that we were able to develop a 
plan which would include the Corps of Drums to accompany the 
HAC to Boston and to Montreal. 

We developed a coordinating committee with COL. Norman 
Young, a former HAC Regimental Colonel in Montreal. Many 
items were under consideration to fill the HAC’s itinerary, one of 
which was West Point, and correspondence flowed back and forth 
across the Auantic until the final itinerary was fixed. 

It also should be noted at this time that our own Massachu- 
setts officials and the City of Boston officials were more than 
cooperative in assisting in the planning of this visit, particularly, 
to the use of the State House and City Hall. 

The planning of this visit culminated on 2 June 1978 when 
the HAC finally, after delay through Philadelphia, arrived at 
Logan Airport. The itinerary will be printed following this 
report together with the list of participants from both the Veteran 
Group and the Active Unit of the HAC. 


EXECUTION 


Through the efforts of the Massachusetts Port Authority and 
subject to our prior meetings, a reception was conducted in the 
Volpe Terminal for the arrival of the HAC. A collation was served 
by Seiler’s Caterers. The 215th Army Band, Massachusetts Na- 
tional Guard, and many local dignitaries were present. It was 
unfortunate that only a few Members of the HAC were present 
due to British Airways’ decision to over-fly Boston. 

CPT Murphy welcomed the group and introduced the Chair- 
man of the Visit, COL Lynch, who expressed his gratitude to the 
Massachusetts Port Authority, David Davis and Ron Brinn; the 
Adjutant General, MG Vahan Vartanian; and all others who had 
helped make this day and the HAC'’s visit a reality. 

. The HAC itinerary spells out the day-to-day activity and itis 
Important just to touch on the highlights: The Walking Tour 
from the Copley Plaza to the State House steps for a formal pic- 
ture; The Walking Tour to the Quincy Market area and the greet- 
ing at Faneuil Hall, culminating Saturday evening with a 
Reception sponsored by the “Ten of Us” Club at the Boston City 
Hall. Church Services on Sunday morning were conducted at the 
Old North Church and an afternoon to exchange hospitalities.

Our June Day Anniversary will long be remembered as Boston 
came alive that day watching the colorful mixture of those units 
participating—the blazers and hats of the Veterans of the HAC, 
the blue uniforms of the Active Unit and, particularly, the scarlet 
uniforms and fur caps of the HAC’s Corps of Drums. Many dis- 
tinguished guests attended the Banquet at the Copley Plaza Hotel 
and many Members of the HAC and A& HAC shared tables. 

The Clambake, conducted by the Sergeants of 1978 and 1979 
at Camp Curtis Guild, stands out in the minds of all, especially 
the size of the lobsters and steaks served. The efforts of COL 
Charles Delorio and COL Charles Perenick and their Staffs, lent a 
touch of Old New England flavor. By now, it became apparent 
that the Active Members were enjoying their barracks at Camp 
Curtis Guild and some of the Veteran Members, staying at the 
Copley Plaza Hotel, felt they were missing the frivolity of Camp 
Curtis Guild. 

On Tuesday evening, a reception was held by the HAC for 
the AXHAC at the National Guard Armory. At this reception, an 
exchange of gifts was presented and senior officers of the HAC 
expressed their gratitude for the kind hospitalities that had been 
extended. COL Lynch awarded medals to all the HAC partici- 
pants and was given honors by the Corps of Drums band who 
provided a short concert. 
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Having concluded the reception, Wednesday was free and 
individual plans were accomplished. On Thursday morning, the 
HAC left for Montreal. COL Lynch, LT Driscoll, L-T DiPesa, 
LTC Hunter and LT Amicone accompanied the HAC to Mont- 
real and remained until Sunday partaking in their various activi- 
ties. The Montreal visit was not to be compared to the hospitality 
of the Boston visit but was enjoyed by all. Following this report, a 
Report of the Visit to Montreal, by the First Lieutenant, William 
F. DiPesa, has been included. 


CONCLUSION 


With the conclusion of this visit, everyone was looking for- 
ward to the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty in October to rekindle 
the friendships that had been renewed and those that had just 
begun.

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SPECIAL CEREMONY BOSTON COMMON 
The King’s Oak — 5 June 1978 


During the planning of the visit, it was called to the Commit- 
tee’s attention that a special tree had been planted in 1938 during 
the HAC’s visit to Boston and it was agreed that a ceremony 
would be conducted at this site. Unfortunately, during the years, 
the plaque had been vandalized and the bronze stolen. The HAG 
brought a wooden plaque with them which stated: “The King’s 
Oak—this oak tree was presented to Boston by King George V, 
and was planted on the 6th of June 1938 in the presence of the 
Honourable Artillery Company of England and the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Boston.” 

Before that oak stood CPT Robert D. Murphy, COL. James 
A. Lynch, Jr., CPT Roy Tiley, and COL Christopher Powell- 
Smith and, once again, clasped hands and renewed this old tradi- 
tion. This ceremony was conducted during the Anniversary 
Parade on Boston Common and just prior to the Commissioning 
of the New Officers. It was agreed, at that time, that a new plaque 
would be commissioned and placed upon the granite marker. 

On Monday, 4 June 1979, COL Lynch, with the Committee, 
affixed a new brass plaque with the ardent wish that it would not 
be vandalized. This tree is on the rise of the hill, right off the main 
area of the Boston Common, where our June Day celebrations are 
held. 


THE HONOURABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 
BRIEF HISTORY 


The HAC is the oldest regiment in the British Army. The 
true date of its origin is lost, but in 1537 Henry VIII granted a 
Charter of Incorporation to an already existing body of citizen 
archers giving them powers to form a perpetual corporation 
under the name of “The Fraternity or Guild of Artillery”. This 
guild became known as the Artillery Company and the prefix 
Honourable first used in 1685 was officially confirmed by Queen 
Victoria. 

The word “Artillery” is apt to mislead, for the 16th Century 
meaning of the word was “Longbows, Crossbows and Hand- 
guns”. These guns, in those days, were “Great Artillery”’. 
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Although the Regiment has never formed part of the Regular 
Army it has served continuously with the Trained Bands, the 
Home Defence Force, the Volunteers, the Militia, the Territorial 
Force, the Territorial Army and the Territorial & Army Volunteer 
Reserve. 

The Regimental Muster-roll bears the signatures of almost 
every Monarch from James II to the Queen. There is an unbroken 
tradition that either the Monarch or a Royal Prince should hold 
the ancient title and office of Captain-General of the Company. 

The HAC was in fact infantry and the first links with 
artillery were forged in 1781 when two brass cannon were pre- 
sented to the Company by the Corporation of the City of London 
for services during the Gordan Riots. This led to the formation of 
the foot artillery, which subsequently became the Artillery Di- 
vision. Since then the HAC has been composed of both infantry 
and artillery divisions. 

The uniforms worn respectively by the infantry and artullery 
are modeled on those of the Grenadier Guards and the Royal 
Horse Artillery, except that the infantry wear silver facings where 
the Grenadiers wear gold and the artillery wear their own cap 
badge and shoulder titles. 

Since 1967 the HAC has been part of the Territorial & Army 
Volunteer Reserve and is made up of infantry companies, artillery 
batteries and an officer training wing. Its main function being to 
train officers for the Reserve Army Regiments and as first line 
reserves to B.A.O.R. 

The HAC has many Ceremonial duties within the City of 
London, the artillery division providing the Saluting Battery of 
the Tower of London and the Infanuy Division being responsible 
for all Guards of Honour within the City. Privileges of which the 
Regiment is justly proud.

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RETREAT 


The ceremony of “beating retreat” or “beating tattoo” or 
“watch setting’ has had variations down the years, but in the 
main its purpose was to call the soldiers back to their billets at 
dusk, post sentries, secure the sallyports and drawbridges, and 
generally make all safe and sound during the dangerous hours of 
darkness. 

A drummer or a corps of drums beat outa tattoo either from 
the ramparts or whilst marching through the main street of the 
garrison and by the time this ‘drummers’ call’ had ended, all 
soldiers were supposed to be back in billets or camp. Inhabitants 
were obliged also to lock up and make fast their shops and habita- 
tions. The origin of the word “Tattoo” stems from the Dutch 
“Doe den tap toe” (turn off the beer) which the innkeepers had to 
do when our troops were serving in Flanders during the reign of 
King William IIL. The word ‘’Paptoe” is still used in the Nether- 
lands Army. 

It is recorded that the Duke of Gumberland in 1745 ordered 
that “Soldiers who take their arms out of the bell tents after 
Retreat to suffer death", and again in 1747 “No drummers to 
practice after the Retreat”. 

In the course of time the regimental musicians not only beat 
retreat but entertained the garrison and towns folk at night, and 
the origin of such military displays as the Edinburgh Tattoo was 
such an entertainment arranged by H.R.H. The Duke of Con- 
naught for Her Majesty Queen Victoria at the Royal Pavilion, 
Aldershot, in 1894, when massed military and pipe-bands played 
for an hour before Her Majesty. 

Regiments sul sound “retreat” and “tattoo” on bugles, fol- 
lowed by airs on the bagpipe, at dusk and at roll-call; guards are 
mounted and sentries posted, and soldiers are required to be back 
in their billets at regulated hours. There is also punishment for 
soldiers who take their arms out of their bell tents after retreat, 
which, however, falls short of the gallows.

Introduction 


The response to the advance notice in the Autumn 1977 issue 

of the “Journal” has been most encouraging, and the Committee 
appointed by the Court of Assistants to organise the visit of the 
Delegation to Boston and Montreal now sends out this formal 
Notice to all Active, Veteran and Overseas Members of the Com- 
pany. There is no limit on the number taking part, and all 
Members intending to do so must complete the registration form 
enclosed, even if they have already made application as provided 
for in the Autumn 1977 issue of the “Journal”. The final date for 
the receipt of forms, with appropriate deposit, is the 3lst January, 
1978, 
_ The Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company is most anx- 
10Us to welcome to Boston a Delegation truly representative of the 
Company, and to this end have already taken the trouble to send a 
Party of their members to Armoury House to discuss arrange- 
ments for the visit. The chief event, of course, is the June Day 
Parade through the streets of Boston, in which the Delegation 
will march, as well as a number of American military units with 
their bands, This parade, which is not unlike the Lord Mayor's 
Show in London, is followed by the Drum Head Election of the 
Captain, Officers and Sergeants on Boston Common. The new 
Captain, who is expected to be James Lynch, will be installed 
there and will receive the insignia of his office. This is followed in 
the evening by a banquet at the Copley Plaza Hotel. 
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The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company will meet 
the Delegation on arrival at Boston Airport, and later welcome it 
to their Headquarters at Faneuil Hall. There will also be the 
traditional Clam Bake and a Shooting Competition. The Com- 
pany pays an official visit to Boston only at intervals of about 
fifteen years, and the present opportunity should on no account 
be let slip. The warmth of the hospitality the Delegation will 
receive has to be experienced to be believed and no Member, 
whether Active or Veteran, who is able to do so, should miss this 
chance of visiting the Company's daughter Regiment in the Uni- 
ted States of America, founded in 1638 by Robert Keayne, a 
member of the Company. 

In addition, there is an optional 24-hour visit to New York at 
a cost of £60. This is being arranged by Major Basil Bicknell, who 
lives in New York. This party will use the shuttle air service 
between Boston and New York, stay at.an inexpensive hotel on a 
bed-and-breakfast basis, and enjoy a full programme during their 
stay. The return to Boston Airport will be timed to coincide with 
the arrival there of those who elect to stay on in Boston, for the 
combined evening flight to Monweal. 

Details of the arrangements in Montreal are still under dis- 
cussion, but itis expected that the Delegation will be entertained 
by the Royal Regiment of Canadian Artillery and by the Grena- 
dier Guards of Canada. 

Members will be allowed to make their own travel arrange- 
ments, and will come under command of the Active or Veteran 
Detachment Commander immediately on arrival in Boston. They 
will be unable, at any stage, to take advantage of the group travel 
and hotel arrangements. These Members must complete the regis- 
tration form. 


Travel 

The committee is particularly mindful of the widespread 
impression that all air fares across the Atlantic are based on the 
Laker Airbus Service to New York. This is not the case, and the 
Airbus Service is entirely unsuited to the movement of a formed 
body such as the Delegation, with its baggage, because it is not 
possible to reserve seats in advance nor to guarantee travel on a 
specific day. Hogg Robinson (Travel) Limited has therefore been 
engaged to handle all travel arrangements and the hotel accom- 
modation for Veteran Members. Active Members will be accom- 
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modated in military quarters in Boston, which have already been 
inspected by the Regimental Colonel (the Delegation Com- 
mander). Similar accommodation will be provided in Montreal. 
The A&HAC is helping the Company very greatly by meeting the 
cost of many services in Boston, so reducing the amount to be 
paid by Members. 


Cost 

The cost for a Veteran Member sharing a twin-bedded room 
(with private bath, breakfast, taxes and service charges) at the 
Copley Plaza Hotel in Boston and at the Queen Elizabeth Hotel 
in Montreal will be £425. Members of the Active List travelling 
with the formed body will be required to pay £285. Those travel- 
ling throughout under their own arrangements will be required 
to pay £35. The overall cost for group travel includes: 


(a) Coaches between Armoury House and Heathrow and on 
revirn, 

(b) British Airways scheduled economy class flights direct to Bos- 
ton and from Montreal, 

(c) Domestic flight between Boston and Montreal, 

(d) Ten nights hotel accommodation for Veteran Members (six 
in Boston and four in Montreal) or in military quarters for 
Active Members, 

(e) Use of coaches in Montreal (the AXHAC is very kindly pro- 
viding these in Boston), 

(f) Personal insurance as arranged by Hogg Robinson (Travel) 
Limited to include personal accident, loss of deposit, medical 
expenses and loss of baggage personal effects.

9 - 11 June 1978

The official Preliminary Trip Committee left Logan Interna- 
tional Airport, Saturday evening at 2135 hours aboard British 
Airways Flight #270 for London, England. 

We arrived on Sunday morning, 9 July at Heathrow Airport 
at 0830 hours and were greeted by a reception party of the Hon- 
ourable Artillery Company consisting of COL Christopher Pow- 
ell-Smith, MAJ Clive Martin, CPT Harry Watson, Philip Ran- 
dall, John Day and Regimental Sergeant, William Grimley. The 
reception committee had automobiles and luggage handlers ready 
for us and took us immediately to the Gloucester Hotel where 
Commanding Officer, Brian Kay, met us. After being shown to 
our rooms, a small exchange of pleasantries was conducted and 
our itinerary was outlined for our stay in London. It should be 
noted at this time that we had planned to meet for dinner that 
evening but our plans were abruptly changed by the sudden death 
of SGM William Grimley. He was a very popular and dedicated 
soldier of the British Army, a Grenadier and had worked very 
hard while in Boston and had done a great deal in the planning of 
our visit. COL Lynch made a visit to his widow and two daugh- 
ters and expressed the sympathy of our entire Company. 

Sunday evening we met for dinner to further discuss our 
plans. On 10 July, each official member of the Committee was 
assigned a task by COL Lynch. A meeting was held with the HAC 
Committee at 1100 hours at Armoury House, followed by a lunch- 
eon, and the format of our visit was established. Meetings were 
held with the hotel people in each department, including public- 
ity, allocation of rooms and services to be provided. 

Tuesday, 11 July, a meeting was held with Reverend Herbert 
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Moore of St. Stephen’s Church and the Parade was discussed in 
coordination with the police and a band secured. 

Wednesday, 12 July, plans were made with the Cafe Royal for 
the Sergeants’ Party after eliminating several other facilities. The 
Sergeant Majors Group arranged to entertain the Sergeants of the 
A&HAC at their barracks in London. On this day, we also planned 
the formal Parade and Review at Armoury House with units from 
the HAC and our own Company and the awarding of presenta- 
tions. 

On Thursday, 13 July, a final meeting was held and the 
group then departed for Brussels, Belgium at 1155 hours. Upon 
arrival at the Brussels-Sheraton Hotel, a meeting was held with 
all the necessary department heads to fulfill our requirements. 

On Friday, 14 July, the Captain Commanding went with Mr. 
André Navez to SHAPE Headquarters for a private meeting with 
General Haig who agreed to take the Review in October and 
offered the complete assistance of his staff regarding any of our 
requirements. 

On Saturday, 15 July, a further meeting was held with 
SHAPE personnel to finalize details of our Parade and Review in 
October. 


On Sunday, 16 July, the group fanned out and went to differ- 
ent cities including Antwerp, Bruges and Ghent, and a tour of the 
City of Brussels. Church services were arranged on that day.

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On Monday, 17 July, the entire group proceeded to the Amer- 
ican Cemetery in Neuville-en-Condroz and met with Francis 
Duffy to make final plans for the decoration of the one hundred 
and seventy-seven graves of the Massachusetts men who died and 
are buried there. The group proceeded to Bastogne and met the 
Mayor who offered us the keys to the City and his support in all 
ways. He assigned Madame Simone Schmitz to assist us in our 
planning. 

Upon return to Brussels, the Committee met and it was 
agreed to select the various restaurants we had attended for a 
“Dine Around” and provide each member with a cashier's check 
to be used for evening meals. 

On Tuesday, 18 July, the Captain and COL Robert W- 
Muller, Embassy Defense Attache in Brussels, went to NATO 
Headquarters for a meeting and to arrange a formal briefing 
when the Company arrived in October. At this point, LT Dris- 
coll, LT DiPesa and LTC Hunter returned home. 

The Captain, Lieutenant Kreas, Doctor Avallone and Past 
Commander Keelan returned to London. 


Ambassador and Member of the Company, Henry Cabot Lodge; 
General Alexander M. Haig, Jr., Supreme Allied Commander 
Europe (C); and COL Lynch speak in Boston about the 

forthcoming plans to visit Belgium. 
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On Wednesday, 19 July, plans were made for a tour of the 
Tower of London as the guests of the Resident Governor of the 
Tower. Another meeting was held at the American Embassy. 

On Thursday, 20 July, COL Lynch met with Sir Philip 
Moore, Private Secretary to the Queen. 

A final luncheon was held at Armoury House and all items 
left undone were cataloged to be completed. 

On Friday, 21 July, the Captain met at the American 
Embassy with that staff in order to assure that all other items were 
in order. Following that meeting, the group returned home to 
Boston aboard British Airways feeling secure that all plans were 
in place and that our comrades would enjoy the events that would 
follow in October. 

It is important that note be taken of the advance planning 
concerning the Three Hundred and Forty First Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty. 

Having learned from experience, it became apparent that a 
great deal of investigation had to be done prior to full acceptance 
of the city or cities to be visited. It having been determined that 
the Honourable Artillery Company would visit Boston in June 
1978, a decision was made to have back-to-back visits in order to 
properly advance the camaraderie of both companies. A firm deci- 
sion was made to visit London, England as one of the cities. 

After trips to Scotland, Capri, Spain and Belgium; in con- 
junction with meetings in Washington with the State Depart- 
ment and the Defense Department; it was agreed that it would be 
advantageous for the Company to visit Brussels, and other parts 
of Belgium. With the help of the British Desk Officer, Stephen W. 
Worrell, and our comrade, General William A. Knowlton, plans 
were set in motion. The gratitude of the Company is due to 
General Knowlton for his continuing effort on our behalf with 
the military; United States, Belgium and NATO. 

I would be remiss if I did not express, at this time, the grati- 
tude to our State Department official at the American Embassy in 
Brussels, First Secretary of the Embassy, André Navez, whose 
father assisted the Company as Belgian Consul in Boston in 1956. 
Mr. Navez worked untiringly in the planning and organization of 
our visitand brought the necessary forces together for a successful 
tour, The assistance of the Army Attache, Colonel Robert Muller, 
was also very helpful. 
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I made several trips to both London and Brussels prior to the 
official July Pre-Trip and had two meetings in Belgium with 
SHAPE Commander, General Alexander M. Haig, Jr. as well asa 
meeting in Boston with the General and our member, former 
United States Senator, Henry Cabot Lodge. 

In October 1977, I visited London and made arrangements 
with the Rank Hotel organization with two old friends, Tom 
Sawyer and Mike Holland, to quarter the Company at the 
Gloucester Hotel in the Kensington section of London. Reserva- 
tions had been made three years prior to the actual trip. They 
were extremely helpful at that time and were aware of our specific 
requirements. 

Planning included discussions with General Sir Victor Fitz- 
George-Balfour, Colonel Commandant of the Honourable Artil- 
lery Company, for the HAC’s visit to Boston and the visit to 
London of the A&HAC. Meetings and receptions were held with 
the HAC Court of Assistants and Vice President, CPT Roy Tiley. 
Final plans were to be developed later. 

Meetings were held in Brussels with the Sheraton Hotel man- 
agement to confirm rooms previously reserved on a tentative 
basis. Meetings were also held with City Hall officials in Brussels 
and at SHAPE headquarters. Visits were made to the American 
Cemetery in Neuville-en-Condroz and to Bastogne. As a result of 
planning in October 1977, clarification of details had to be made. 
This resulted in a return trip to London in 1978.

the objective to make for a more acceptable Tour of Duty.

H. Buccenuout: Captain Lynch, officers and ladies and all 
the members of the Company and friends, perhaps some of you 
know that book, “Thyl Uilenspiegel”, and the heroes of that 
book are Thyl and his wife Nele. Long before the existence of 
Belgium they were the symbols of liberty, justice and young 
spirit. I have seen two wars—1914-1918. At that time Belgium was 
occupied and we were all suffering from a severe malnutrition. 
From America came the help. Mr. Hoover organized the Commis- 
sion for Relief in Belgium and there was food for everybody. With 
the money left from that organization you rebuilt the library of 
the University of Louvain and you came in force to deliver us. We 
were free. In 1940 King Leopold and his small army fought cour- 
ageously 18 days long allowing the British troops to re-embark 
and reorganize. Then Britain all alone supported the weight of 
the war. The Battle of Britain was won by the Royal Air Force. 
Mr. Churchill pronounced these words, “Never in the field of 
human conflict was so much owed by so many to so few”. Then 
all the Allied Forces, under command of General Eisenhower. 
won the battle and we were free again. The Marshall Plan saved 
Europe. We know too well the value of freedom, remain forever a 
free people. Please help your President—the President of the Uni- 


ted States—in his endless efforts to have peace and liberty reign- 
Ing over the entire world. 


Cot Lyncn: Thank you, Henri—Your words were from the 
heart. 


Cor Lyncu: Iam now going to change the menu a little bit and

Tuesday, 28 August 1978 


On 28 August 1978, Captain Commanding COL James A.

INAUGURATION OF GOVERNOR EDWARD J. KING 
Thursday, 4 January 1979 


On | December 1978, the Captain Commanding issued Gen- 
eral Order No. 3. This was the formal announcement that our 
Company would again have the honor of hosting and coordinat- 
ing many of the activities of Governor King’s Inauguration. Cap- 
tain Commanding, COL James A. Lynch, Jr., was personally 
directed by the Governor-elect to initiate a plan with his staff to 
properly carry out the traditions of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts as to Inauguration ceremonies and the Inaugural Ball. 

A special committee was formed by the Governor, Chaired by 
Special Assistant to the Governor, Paul F. May. Members of the 
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committee were Susan Bender, Dyanne Tosi and Penny Mc- 
Laughlin. MG I. Jerome O'Connor, PC was assigned the specific 
duty of the Inaugural Ball invitations. In the planning, it was 
decided that particular attention be given to the day of the Inaug- 
uration followed by two Inaugural Balls to be held at the Park 
Plaza Hotel in Park Square and the Sheraton Boston Hotel in the 
Prudential Center. Regional Inaugural Balls were decided upon 
and plans were set in motion for the coordination of those activi- 
ues. LT James J. Murphy, Chairman of the Military Support 
Committee, was given the assignment of coordinating the Re- 
gional Inaugural Balls in the following locations: 5 January at 
the Venus deMilo Restaurant in Swansea, Massachusetts; 6 Janu- 
ary at the Springfield Civic Center, Springfield, Massachusetts; 
and 6 January at the Sheraton Lincoln Hotel in Worcester, 
Massachusetts. 

The invitations were done in the elegantly engraved style of 
the AKHAC on gold encrested paper and were sent according to 
the lists provided by the Governor as well as to Members of our 
Company. In order that the Inauguration may be better under- 
stood, it has been decided to proceed in a chronological order as 
each event occurred, 


PLANNING 


On 22 November 1978 at the State House in Room 126 at the 
office of the Superintendent, George Luciano, the Captain Com- 
manding met with the following: Paul May, James M. Collins, 
Susan Bender, Dyanne Tosi, Kevin Duggan, Charles O'Rourke, 
Major General Vahan Vartanian, Eleanor Ryan, Dominic J. 
Bianculli, Charles M. McGowan, Thomas M. Raferty, Jack 
Burke, Wendy King, Robert C. Woodward, Edward B. O'Neil, 
Francis X. Joyce, Joseph F. Trahy, MG I. Jerome O'Connor, PC, 
and Penny McLaughlin. Many items were disc ssed concerning 
the procedures to be conducted during the actual Inauguration on 
1 January, seating in the Chamber Gallery, TV coverage, protocol 
to be followed, involvement of all parties, invitations, use of 
aides, music, agenda, Mass at St. Joseph's Church, reception fol- 
lowing the Mass, and the role that all parties would play during 
this day. 

Meetings were held at 50 Federal Street with the King Com- 
mittee to plan the Inaugural Balls and the various recepuons. 
Also attending were John J. O'Halloran, Fred Kelly, Frank 
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McDonald of Springfield, Jim Sullivan, Pete Consiglio of Wor- 
cester, and Jamie Driscoll. It proved that the initial meetings held 
prior to this had produced the necessary ingredients to make this 
an outstanding and traditional ceremony just as Governor-clect 
King wished. 

During the weeks and months that followed, many meetings 
were held to make certain that nothing was left undone. The 
cooperation of all parties was unique. Having completed all 
assignments that had been delegated, the ANHAC reported for 
duty. The documents that follow this report will indicate the 
detail in which our Members were instructed to follow, thereby 
making for a better performance of duty. 

EXECUTION 

MASS AND RECEPTION—The day of Inauguration for Gov- 
ernor-elect King began with the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass at St. 
Joseph's Church in the South End of Boston. This Mass was 
attended by many civilian and political dignitaries. Our Com- 
pany acted as guides and escorts in the general area of the church. 
Following the Mass, a reception was held at 50 Staniford Street. 
At 1100 hours, the Captain Commanding with the Governor-elect 
and the official party was escorted to the State House to the Exec- 
utive Chamber. 


SWEARING-IN CEREMONY—At 1150 hours, the Sergeant-at- 
Arms of the House of Representatives, together with the Military 
Division acting as Aides to the dignitaries, left the Executive 
Chamber. Governor-elect, Edward J. King, was escorted by Cap- 
tain Commanding, COL James A. Lynch, Jr. to the House 
Chambers. The Governor was then escorted by the official recep- 
tion committee for the Swearing-In Ceremony. The Invocation 
was given by Cardinal Medeiros, the National Anthem was 
played and at 1215 hours, Governor-elect King was administered 
the Oath of Office by the Senate President, William Bulger. 

This was followed by a prayer by Rabbi Fine and the Senate 
President then administered the Oath of Office to Thomas P. 
O'Neill Ill. as Lieutenant Governor. A prayer was then offered by 
Bishop Coburn. 

Attention was then given to the Inaugural address by newly- 
elected Governor King. His words were surring and his commit- 
ment to the future of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts was 
intent.

The Sergeant-at-Arms, Charles McGowan, then 
escorted the Governor and Lieutenant Governor out of the House 
Chambers. COL Lynch then escorted Governor King to the Exec- 
utive Chamber in preparation for the reception in the Hall of 
Flags. It should be noted at this time that the corridor from the 
Executive Chamber to the center door of the House of Representa- 
tives was lined on both sides with Members of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company in full Parade uniform. 
RECEPTION-HALL OF FLAGS—Following a brief respite in 
the Governor's office with his family, former Governors and dis- 
tinguished guests, the Governor presided over the Executive 
Council Meeting and signed the necessary documents to keep the 
continuity of government in order. 

At 1330 hours, Governor King was escorted from the Execu- 
tive Chamber through the Honor Guard of Members of this Com- 
pany, to the top of the stairs above the Hall of Flags where Ruffles 
and Flourishes was played by the 215th Army Band and Governor 
King was escorted to a place of honor in the Hall of Flags for the 
beginning of the reception line. The Members of the Company 
had lined the stairs and formed an Honor Guard. 

The thousands of people waiting passed between our Mem- 

bers and were introduced to the Governor and Mrs. King and 
Lieutenant Governor and Mrs. O'Neill.

INAUGURAL BALL-BOSTON PARK PLAZA HOTEL—At 
2045 hours, Governor King and party left the Oval Room of the 
Copley Plaza Hotel to attend the Inaugural Ball at the Park Plaza 
Hotel, Boston. There were approximately twenty-five hundred 
people in attendance in the Main Ballroom when the party 
arrived. From the stage, Paul May, Special Assistant to the Gover- 
nor, announced the presentation of colors of the A&FIACG and 
then introduced the Lieutenant Governor of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, the Honorable Thomas P. O'Neill IT and Mrs. 
O'Neill escorted by LT J. Barry Driscoll, First Lieutenant of the 
Ancients; Mr. and Mrs. William Kennedy, sister of the Governor, 
escorted by LT Joseph A. Amicone, Aide to the Captain; Mr. and 
Mrs. Brian King and Timothy King, sons of the Governor, and 
Mrs. DiPesa, wife of Second Lieutenant William F. DiPesa, 
escorted by Lt. William F. DiPesa; Mrs. Lynch, wife of the Cap- 
tain Commanding and Mrs. Driscoll, wife of the First Licutenant, 
escorted by Past Commander Edward J. Keelan, Chief of Staff;

Governor King commented on having just left the large assemb- 
lage at the Park Plaza and was overwhelmed at not only the 
enthusiasm present there and here this evening but also of the 
entire day. COL. Lynch asked Governor and Mrs. King to join in 
the first dance, immediately followed by the Lieutenant Governor 
and Mrs. O'Neill and the members of the escorted party. He then 
asked all present to join in the dancing. The Bandleader intro- 
duced Betty Jones to sing another song followed by a song by 
Bobby Vincent and also a song by Angelo Piccardi. Governor 
King and party formed a receiving line. 

The Governor, COL. Lynch and members of the King family 
left for a special reception at the Pier 4 Restaurant in Boston. 


INAUGURATION CEREMONIES-SOUTHEASTERN MAS- 
SACHUSETTS—The Governor began his first day in office by 
presenting the Inaugural cake to the Boston Floating Hospital 
and a ceremony was conducted there prior to going to the New 
Bedford Fall River area. 

Having established that Regional Inaugural Balls would be 
conducted, the first was held in Swansea, Massachusetts for the 
southeastern section of Massachusetts at the Venus de Milo Res- 
taurant on 5 January 1979. 

At 1600 hours, the Governor and party attended a service at 
the Holy Name Church in Fall River celebrated by the Most 
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Reverend Daniel A. Cronin, Bishop of Fall River. A brief visit was 
made to the Bishop’s residence. 

A reception followed at the New Bedford Country Club at 
1800 hours. Following a brief stop at Channel 6, a local television 
station, the Governor arrived at the Venus de Milo Restaurant at 
2030 hours. 

The Governor was greeted by a reception committee of local 
dignitaries and coordinators of the area and escorted to the stage 
through a corridor of Members of this Company who had jour- 
neyed, by bus, to be present.

INAUGURAL CEREMONIES-SPRINGFIELD—The Captain 
Commanding, the Governor and his party left the State House on 
Saturday, 6 January 1979 at 1400 hours with a police escort for 
Springfield. The first stop was St. Michael's Cathedral in Spring- 
field for a Mass celebrated by the Most Reverend Joseph S. 
Maguire, Bishop of Springfield, attended by many civilian digni- 
taries. Following the Mass, a visit was made to the residence of the 
Bishop. 

Following a private dinner, the Governor arrived with his 
party at the Springfield Civic Center at 1900 hours. The Commit- 
tee had been diligently working to decorate the main hall for this 
festive occasion in Western Massachusetts. At 2000 hours, James 
M. Collins, Coordinator, announced the Presentation of the 
Colors of the AKHAC and introduced: Lieutenant Governor of 
the Commonwealth, the Honorable Thomas P. O'Neill TH and 
Mrs. O'Neill escorted by LT J. Barry Driscoll, the First Lieuten- 
ant; Mr. and Mrs. William Kennedy, sister of the Governor, 
escorted by Walter T. Anzoni PC; Bishop Joseph S. Maguire and 
Monsignor Leary escorted by MG I. Jerome O'Connor, PC; His 
Excellency, the Governor, Edward J. King and the First Lady of 
the Commonwealth, Mrs. King, escorted by the Captain Com- 
manding. Jimmy Collins introduced COL Lynch who intro- 
duced the National Anthem. COL Lynch then introduced Gov- 
ernor King, members of his family, the Lieutenant Governor and 
Mrs. O'Neill. Members of this Company were present, once more, 
to serve as a Honor Guard at this event. 

The Governor stated that it had been a very busy two days to 
date and he was pleased with the attendance in this area. He 
expressed a desire to greet everyone present prior to his departure 
for Worcester. Having greeted as many guests as possible, the 
party departed at 2115 for Worcester. 
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INAUGURAL CEREMONIES-WORCESTER—Having | left 
Springfield with a State Police escort, the Captain Commanding, 
the Governor and his party arrived at the Sheraton Lincoln Hotel 
in Worcester at approximately 2210 hours and were immediately 
escorted into the Main Ballroom. We were greeted by a very large 
crowd. Again, a large contingent of this Company formed an 
Honor Guard for the Governor. 

Frank Carroll, Coordinator, introduced the Presentation of 
Colors of the AkHAC and then introduced: The Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the Honorable 
Thomas P. O’Neill and Mrs. O'Neill escorted by LT J. Barry 
Driscoll, the First Lieutenant; Mr. and Mrs. William Kennedy, 
sister of the Governor, escorted by L'T William F. DiPesa, the 
Second Lieutenant. All Cabinet members were presented, escorted 
by designated Members of the Company. 

Frank Carroll introduced His Excellency, the Governor, 
Edward J. King and the First Lady of the Commonwealth, Mrs. 
King, escorted by the Captain Commanding, COL James A. 
Lynch, Jr. and the Captain Commanding was introduced. COL 
Lynch introduced the National Anthem and then introduced 
Governor King and members of his family, the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor and Mrs. O'Neill and members of the escorted party. He then 
asked the Governor to speak. 

The Governor expressed his pleasure to be in Worcester. He 
summarized the day’s events and the happenings of the previous 
few days. A reception line was formed and the Governor shook 
hands with many well wishers. The Governor and his party left 
the reception at approximately 1230 hours having concluded a 
very successful celebration. 


CONCLUSION~In summary, it is justified to say that for the 
Members of the Company who participated in Governor King's 
Inaugural and Inaugural Celebrations, it was, by far, one of the 
MOst interesting experiences in the history of this Company. It 
was similar to the Inaugural of four years prior but had more 
pageantry and tradition as requested by Governor King. The fact 
that COL Lynch and other Members in the Company had partici- 
pated on the King Committee and the willingness of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief to honor the AKHAC by allowing it to partici- 
pate at all his functions, will be remembered for years. Governor 
King expressed his sincere appreciation to all the Members of the 
Company and, in particular, to those Members who gave so much 
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of their personal time. The long bus rides, the standing in ranks, 
and the attention to duty was not missed by him and he told the 
Captain Commanding that he would always remember the dedi- 
cation of this grand old Company.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 
SUBJECT: Inaugural Ceremony, 4 January 1979 


1. The following responsibilities have been identified for the 

Massachusetts National Guard at the Inaugural Ceremony for 

Governor-elect King on + January 1979: 

a. Provide military aide services. 

b. Provide honor guard at entrance to Executive Chamber. 

c. Provide VIP escort service to House Chamber and return. 

d. Provide VIP escort service to receiving line. 

e. Provide honor guard at entrance to Hall of Flags (with 
Ancients). 


f. Provide music prior to and following inaugural ceremony. 
g. Provide support to Capital and State Police. 
h. Provide security at church—Boston Police. 
2. In accomplishing the above missions, a scenario of events has 
been prepared which attempts to capture the essence of the major 
activities to be accomplished during that day. Obviously, there 
are various factors which can influence the schedules and/or 
ceremony. Adjustments may have to be made as required, What is 
most important is that there is a clear information and communi- 
cation network established between responsible team chiefs and, 
in turn, that the team chief alert and advise his people of the 
situations as they occur so that the end result can be a smooth 
operation. 
3. ‘There will be a walky-talky network established between the 
following personnel: 

Colonel Tatro—Chief Coordinator of Military Activities 

Colonel Bittelari—Chief of Aides for King & O'Neill Fami- 
lies 

Colonel Saladino—Chief of Aides for VIP's 

Colonel Dolan—Chief of Aides as Honor Guards at Execu- 
uve Chamber and Entrance to Hall of Flags 

Captain Hoar—Aide to General Vartanian 
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4 January Activities: 


Colonel Bittelari and four aides will be in position in front of 
St. Joseph’s Church (West End) NLT 0815 to meet two cars 
containing King family and one car containing O'Neill fam- 
ily. Reserve space for four(?) cars (including one military 
sedan) in front of church held open by Boston Police Depart- 
ment. Aides will escort families into church. Following Mass, 
aides will escort families across street to First Floor Office 
Building for breakfast. After breakfast, aides will follow King 
cars and O'Neill car in military sedan to Mt. Vernon Suet 
archway of State House NLT 1105.

At 1330 hours, the Company assembled at the Armory in 
Faneuil Hall for the traditional Washington's Birthday Lunch- 
eon. The Adjutant, assembled the Head Table Guests, those 
attending were called to attention, the band sounded the appro- 
priate music and many dignitaries were marched to the Head 
Table. 

COL Lynch called upon Father Brock, our Catholic Chap- 
lain, to give the Invocation and the luncheon began. Upon com- 
pletion of the meal, COL. Lynch introduced the distinguished 
guests at the head table and expressed his gratitude to the 
Members of the Company for supporting the luncheon, COL 
Lynch also thanked Governor King for his continued support 
since assuming that high office. 

COL. Lynch delivered the following remarks: 


“Your Excellency, distinguished head-table guests, Past

On this theme, it is an honor for me to present a veteran of

pany of Massachusetts). I am so proud, and I am sure Governor 
King is also, of the many Ancients who stood for hours as Honor 
Guards at the several Inaugural celebrations of the new Governor. 
Fittingly, also, they represented every possible branch of military 
service ranked together as support for our Chief Executive.” 

Governor King spoke of his gratitude to the Company for its 
continuing support and, particularly, the manner in which the 
Ancients had conducted themselves, not only during the Inaugu- 
ral Balls in Boston, but also the Regional Inaugural Balls in New 
Bedford, Springfield and Worcester. The traditions upheld by the 
Ancients were an example to all the citizens of the Common- 
wealth and the Governor expressed his wish for a continuing 
association with the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
during his term in office. 

After the Governor's remarks, COL Lynch presented the 
Governor with a suitably-engraved brass plaque commemorating 
the occasion and two chairs: one, a captain’s chair for use in his 
office at the State House and a Boston Rocker to be delivered to 
his home in Winthrop, Massachusetts.

Early on the morning of Friday, March 16, 1979, a contingent 
of Ancients and their ladies assembled at the Commonwealth 
Armory, Boston for a’gala St. Patrick's weekend in New York 
City. After a collation, the participants, 128 strong, boarded three 
motor coaches and, under the leadership of Captain Command- 
ing COL James A. Lynch, Jr., departed at 0930 hours. 

Enroute the Sergeants 1978-79 provided a libation that 
helped to motivate all aboard in capturing the spirit and the letter 
of the revelry that all genuine and honorary Irishmen are wont to 
exhibit on the feast day of Ireland’s patron saint. Box lunches 
were provided for all and, after a leisurely trip, the group arrived 
at the New York Hilton shortly after 1100 hours. 

; Once established in their rooms, the Ancients and their ladies 
enjoyed a cocktail party in the Captain Commanding’s suite 
hosted by our Sergeants. This was followed by another in the 
Nassau Suite of the New York Hilton, after which the delegation 
partook of a gourmet banquet in the Regent Parlour of the hotel. 
During the banquet, Yolanda Romanelli and comrade Burt 
Mullen and CDR Herb Tonry delighted all present with both 
Gaelic and popular vocal selections. 

: Following remarks by COL Lynch, many headed for the 
city’s famous Irish bars to celebrate in typical Irish fashion. 

Saturday, March 17th started with breakfast in the Dutch 
Taveerne after which our members in parade uniform and with 
Colors, assembled at the 54th Street entrance of the hotel and 
departed by motor coaches for St. Patrick’s Cathedral at 0900 
hours. 

; Upon arriving at the cathedral, the Company was marched 
at ae the accompaniment of the Governor's Band of the 
NYARNG and occupied a place of honor in the congregation 
that included Governor Carey of New York, Governor Byrne of 
New Jersey, Mayor Koch of New York City and officials of the 
Irish Consulate. . 

; After a musical procession by the St. Patrick's Cathedral 
Choir, Terrence Cardinal Cooke, assisted by Archbishops, Bish- 
ops and Monsignori, officiated at the 100th Celebration Mass 
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honoring the patron saint of the New York Archdiocese—St. 
Patrick. During the homily, preached to an audience so large 
there was standing-room only, the ANHAC was singled out for its 
participation in the 100th Anniversary Celebration of the edifice 
that once was known as ‘Hughes’ Folly” so called because people 
of the time believed Archbishop John Hughes had embarked on 
an impossible construction task. 

Following the cathedral service, the Company marched to 
44th Street where Parade Marshal Sheehan gave the command, 
“Forward March” to his staff at 1200 hours. Next in line, was the 
69th Infanuy NYARNG commanded by LTC John Regan and, 
immediately behind that unit, the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company of Massachusetts, under the command of COL 
James A. Lynch, Jr. There was a great feeling of pride in each 
member in knowing that we were the second in line of 1900 units 
and 120,000 marchers to parade the forty-two block Green Stripe 
up Fifth Avenue to the cheers of over one million watchers who 
lined the route of march of the five-hour long parade. 

Returning to the hotel at 1400 hours, the members and their 
ladies busied themselves by watching the remainder of the parade 
on TV in the comfort of their rooms, by shopping and visiting 
places of interest in the city. The evening involved dinner parties 
at NYC's famous restaurants followed by theatre. 

The morning of Sunday the 18th, started with Mass in the 
Rotunda Room of the New York Hilton. After a leisurely break- 
fast, all packed for the tip home departing by motor coaches at 
1230 hours and arriving at Commonwealth Armory at 1715 
hours—too late for the Boston St. Patrick's Day Parade.

THE 341stT MEMORIAL SERVICE OF THE 
ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 


at 


The Cathedral Church of Saint Paul 
Boston 


4 June 1979 
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The sermon on this occasion for the past 341 years has been 
both learned and lengthy. First, you have broken with tradition in 
selecting me if it were to be learned, and second, I shall break with 
wadition and be brief. 

Part of my preparation for this assignment was to read the 
sermon given in 169-t. I could not understand it. Then I read the 
one for 1879, just 100 years ago... .That one was a little easier but 
sull difficult. The main thought that came through to me was a 
concern that the country get on track again, and that the last 
quarter of the 19th century was crucial for the future well-being of 
our nation. 

The preacher in 1879 ended with these words: 


“Gentlemen of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany, we want positive, not negative leaders; affirmative, not 


denying influences. Your past is venerable and glorious; the 


spirit, of your career has been felt in many directions. 
Reserved in your ranks for crisis times is a disciplined miliua 
power. Ever burning on your towers are the historic beacons 
of loyalty and service; embodied in your perennial existence 
is the heart of patriotic sentiments. 


Let me pick up where he left off. 

If there is one thing that we should have learned over these 
past years, it is that making the American Promise a reality does 
not mean that one day we'll be perfect, and that all of our prob- 
lems will be solved, and that all of our troubles will be over. It just 
doesn’t work that way. America is not a ball game, where the 9th 
inning comes and it's all over with one team the winner and one 
team the loser. 

We've gotten so used to expecting things to be either a success 
ora failure, to be neatly finished off like a TV mystery, ora ball 
game, that its hard for us to understand a continuing concept, a 
forever on-going process like America. 

America is not a single ball game, it’s the whole game of 
baseball. IUs the ball park and the bats and the balls and the 
record book. And it’s the rule book. The rules can only be 
changed with a great deal of effort, so the game stays pretty much 
the same. ‘The equipment sometimes changes a little but not too 
much. America is the place and the pattern of how the game is 
played. It's a process going on and on, one time exciting and 
other times boring. Changing slowly, following the rules, getting 
rid of the cheats, trying to control the money forces, creating new 
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stars, honoring old ones, breaking records, on and on, never per- 
fect, never ending, on and on, trying, making mistakes, trying 

If you are disappointed that we haven't achieved the final, 
total, completed, no-problems-at-all country, after 200 years, then 
you don’t understand America. We are always in the midst of the 
turmoil of change. We are always being tested. Whatever we 
create to solve a problem, creates new situations, and the new 
situations bring about challenges and new problems to solve. We 
are always in process. We are always in struggle. That's not our 
weakness, that’s our strength! That's the way we have designed 
the system. 


But a system of government is just that: a system... a set of 
ideas and documents, Declaration of Independence, a Constitu- 
tion, a large group of Amendments, a great body of laws, a long 
series of interpretations and court decisions, and perhaps also a 
few unwritten but powerful traditions. Those are the compo- 
nents, the structure of our system of government. Those are the 
rules we go by, the forms we follow in our political life. 

Our system of government was, and is, a great unfinished 
experiment, in which people hold the awesome power of real 
authority; but what do we do with out power? How do the people 
use it? Many of us scarcely know how our government works, and 
scarcely care, as long as our lives are untouched by its actions. It 
exists in its complex design to do our bidding and to follow ow 
will, but what is our bidding and what is our will? 

How can we expect our government to avoid evil and to act 
with justice if we, through our votes and our choice of leaders and 
representatives, do not instill that quality of justice into it? Ow 
system of government does not achieve a just society by itself. It 
does provide a uniquely effective process to permit the people to 
achieve a Just society, but it is only the people who can bring back 
Justice into it. 

Man was created by God with freedom of choice. Too often, 
that freedom is used to thwart God's will, and too rarely is it used 
to further it. But that choice is always there to be used. It is a gift 
of God, and an axiom of our government. That is why this 
government will be good if it learns goodness from the people: 
and the people will be good if they learn goodness from God. And 
that is why, completely consistent with the principle of separa- 
tion of Church and State, this is indeed a Nation Under God. 

So, to make our system work at its very best, the people 
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should act with the fervor of an Isz 


iah, the directness of a Micah, 
the righteousness of a Jeremiah, and the compassion of Christ. 
Now that’s a lot to expect, or even hope for. But the realistic fact 
we have learned is that this government will resemble, and be 
responsive to exactly what the people are, and what they can 
become, under God. 

The quest for life and freedom, justice and peace, is never an 
accomplished fact, but rather an ongoing struggle that each gen- 
eration and indeed each person must be engaged in continually. 
Freedom and independence were emphatically not won back in 
1776, or even in 1916. Freedom and independence will not be won 
in any one moment of history. The quest for freedom and inde- 
pendence is an ongoing struggle in which each person and each 
generation must engage. Remember, my friends, the American 
Revolution is our Revolution, and itis our children’s Revolution, 
or it is no Revolution at all! The Declaration of Independence is 
our personal risking for independence or it is no Declaration at 
all! 

And so it is that we return to the words of the preacher 100 
years ago today, and say with him. 


“Gentlemen of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany, we want positive, not negative leaders; affirmative, not 
denying influences. Your past is venerable and glorious; the 


spirit) of your career has been felt in many directions. 
Reserved in your ranks for crisis times is a disciplined militia 
power.
